The QC 
members met on July 1 
for an orientation 
session and they now 
meet every two weeks 
on Tuesday afternoons. 
Minutes of all meetings 
will be available through 
the library. During the 
July 9 meeting, the QC 
saw a short video on the 
dynamics of change. A 
discussion followed 
about the QC's role in 
helping the college 
understand and adjust 
to the impending 
organizational changes 
resulting from numerous 
retirements. 

The QC got a 
preview of the new book 
by Dr. Stanley 
Spanbauer, 
REENGINEERING 
EDUCATION WITH 
QUALITY. Shelton 
state is one of 1 1 
institutions featured in 
the new book. During 
the meeting, it was 
pointed out that the last 
chapter addresses the 
challenges of 
maintaining the 
momentum of quality in 
the midst of 
organizational change. 
The QC’s challenge is to 
motivate, stimulate, and 


encourage the five SI 
teams to work toward 
improving systems and 
processes. 

During the July 23 
meeting, the QC 
discussed the role of the 
QC in relation to the 
Vice President's Council 
(VPAC). The Quality 
Council’s focus will be 
primarily on "Process 
Improvement" while the 
VPAC will focus more 
on "strategic planning 
and policy." Quality 
council representatives 
from the five Systems 
Improvement (SI) teams 
gave a brief status on 
their respective teams. 
The QC hopes to have a 
retreat in the near future 
to work on team 
building. 

The new QC is a 
lively , enthusiastic , and 
motivated group. 
Everyone shares the 
same objective, 
improving the quality of 
the services we provide 
our students, 
employees, and the 
community. After all, 
these people are our 
reason for being here . 


LECTURE HALL NOW

designed to hold large 
lecture groups, special

Policy Statement: 

Employees on Salary 
schedule A,B,C, and E may 
request and be granted 
administrative leave with pay, 
at the discretion of the 
President for the following 
reasons: voting, donating 
blood, job interviewing within 
the institution, legislative 
duties, and court attendance. 

Employees on schedule D 
may request and be granted

For court attendance 
only, this policy is extended a 
to salary schedule H 
employees.
